Miss Sutton Speaks 
On Life of Carver 

Miss sutton was the chapel 
speaker on Jan. 23, 1941. She 
gave a survey of the life of George 
Washington Carver, negro scien- 
tist. 

Dr. Carver never knew the 
date or place of his birth, or 
his parents names, since he was 
kidnapped by night riders when 
he was six months old. His moth- 
er's owner ransomed them, and 
gave him his own last name, add- 
ding the George Washington be- 
cause of the boy's truthfulness. 

He put himself through school, 
taking his B. S. and M. S. de- 
grees from Iowa State College, 
and later teaching there. Booker 
T. Washington took him from 
there to Tuskegee Institute, where 
he has been since then. He has 
refused offers of higher positions 
to continue his work there. He 
has conducted experiments on 
peanuts and sweet potatoes, de- 
veloping 300 substances from the 
former, and 118 from the latter. 
Dr. Carver is also a skilled artist 
and musician. He is a very relig- 
ious man, and has prophecied a 
great revival of Christianity in 
the world.
